IT’S A QUESTION 


Whether or No Walter Vaughan 
is Married, 


Annie Higbee Claims to Be His Wife—His 
Affection Cooled—A Lover's Letters—Mak- 
ing Love in a Hammock—The Girl’s Story.

Walter Vaughan, the defendant, and Mr. 
Vaughan, with his father, was present in court. 
He is a beardless youth of about 17 years with 
short, light hair, rather negligentiy arranged. He 
seemed to enjoy the proceedings very much, as 
did his father, a stout, pleasant looking man with 
scant dark hair 
AND SNOW WHITE BEARD. 

The witnesses were J. J. Snyder. Frank Nefus, 
Miss Gertrude Bennett, Miss Bella Hellman, 
John A. Case and Mr. Edward Berry.

Investigation of the New York Grocery 
Clerks—Likely a Hoax. 
By. Telegraph tothe Post-Dispatch. 

New YORK, December 6.—All the grocery 
} Stores in the city must have been deserted yester- 
day by their owners, and a majority of them by 
the clerks, judging by the stout, burly forms and 
stolid German faces which filled Justice Powers’ 
Court. They,had come to listen to the revela- 
tions concerning the secret, oath-bound A BU 
Union of grocers’ clerks, banded together for the 
purpose of robbing their employers. Hermaa 
Tietzer, 18 old, clerk for Henry Fuller, No. 
823 Second averlue, and a member of theA BO 
Union, was the first witness put on the stand. He 


said that sometime last year Kroosz asked 
him whetber he had any chance to take 
any money. Hetold him he had, and in June 
commit his first theft of $2. Since fren he had 
been stealing from his employer. On Noyember 
28 he took $2.09, which !s the specific sum which 
Kroosz is c larged in the indictment with having 
recelyed. Kroosz asked him whether that was 
ALL HE HAD FOR HIM 
that time, and witness told nim it was. He made 
memorandums OM paper every time he gave 
Kroosz money, and handed four such lists to the 
justice. age were marked “Exhibits 1 to 
4.” de le all the money marked in 
the exhibits at the dates set down and gave it.to 
Krooz. He had to give him $25 for every $100 he 
ave to theunlon. Kroosz promised to give him 
ack the money less the commission whenever 
he needed it to openastore. On the 17th of No- 
vember Kroosz invited hiin to attend a meeting of 
the A. B. C., to be held the next afternoon, on the 
floor overthe grocery store ef L. Anderson, at 
No, 81 Second. He and Kroosz were present at the 
meeting. Henry Precht, Anderson's clerk and 
SECRETARY OF THE UNION, 
was there. Aclerk of E. Ahrens of 719 Second 
avenue, whose name wittness did not know, en- 
tered, and Kroosz asked the latter how he was 
making out. Ahrens’ clerk gave Kroosz $125. 
Shortly afterward two clerks of E. Pappenhausen 
of 899 Second avenue entered and Kroosz asked 
them the same question. They handed him $125 
each. Kroosz put the money in bis pocket and 
then stated that jhe capital fund was $20,000, 
Secretary Precht had three or four books in his 
possession. In one of them witness read the 
entry about. the $20.000. In conclusion, 
Tietzen sald thatjevery time he gave Kroosz mon- 
ey he told the latter that it was stolen from Mr. 
Fuiler. Witness was first accused ot stealing b 
his employer last Sunday. After he made his 
confession he was allowed the run of the prem- 
ises, and 
NO ATTEMPT TO LOCK HIM UP 
was made until the next night. He was aware 
that Fuller’s nephew, Myers, was also stealing 
from his employer, that he had Kept that knowl- 
edge a secret, and that he had never told any one 
——— the A BC Union except bis employer and 
yers. :

WASHINGTON, December 6.—An old member of 
the House said this morning that the new men 
were seeking positions on the Ways and Means 
Appropriations and Judiciary Committees, aad in 
fact, they wanted to be connected with all the 
important committees. It is generally conceded 
that Mr. Morrison wil! be given the Chairmanship 
of the Ways and Means, and Randal! the Appro- 

riations. As associatesof Mr. Morrison, on 

e Ways and Means Committee, are mentioned 
the names of Hewitt, Randolph, Tucker, Curtin 
Geddes, Herbert, Seymour or Maybury, Cox (New 
York), or Hurd, Democrats, and Kelly, Kasson 
an& Haskell, Repubiicans.

A SORRY SERVANT. 


She Extinguishes the Gas with Her Breath 
and Dearly Pays the Penalty. 

The neighburhood of Summit and Clark avenues 
was greatly worked up this morning over what 
was at first thought to be an accidental death of a 
servant girl at the residence of W.C. Hall, 2855 
Clark avenue. The circumstances, asgrelatea by 
the officer on the beat, are these: Miss Alice Car- 
ter, a handsome Scetch lass, who has been with 
the family for some time, retired to bed last even- 
ing shortly after 9 o’clock in good health. 
When the family arose ‘this morning they sup- 
posed she was at work getting breakfast ready, as 
they had not been inthe habitof callingher in 
the ma@ning. At8 o’clock the family started 
down stairs to breakfast. Imagine their aston- 
ishment at finding no girl, no fire in the stove and 
breakfast not ready, A hurried tripto the girl’s 
room found it locked and loud raps could get no 
response. Suicide, murder -and everything 
else shot quickly through the now excited 
family. “Run for a _ policeman,” was 
cried in concert. Officer Richardson was found 
and he at once broke open the doer. The officer 
said hurriedly: 

“Go get a doctor quick. The girl is smothered 
with gas.” 

Herushed to the two windows and opened 
them, by which time Dr. Shaw had arrivea. He 
atonce administered restoratives and brought 
the girl buck to life far enough to give seo so 
slight, however, that sbe can recover. When the 
excitement had quieted down somewhat an in- 
vestigation was instituted to find the cause of so 
much gas in the room, as the patient had not re- 
covered sufficiently to explain it. A gas thumb 
piece was found turned so that it let on a full fow 
of gas. Evidently the foolish girl had been using 
a coal oll lamp ana forgot herself so far as to ex- 
tinguish the gas flame with her breath. She had 
been eleven hours in the fumes of the terrible 
odor and was thoroughly asphyxiated. ‘The phy- 
sician refuses to pronounce the girl’s life as yet 
out of danger.

In the Forty-Fourth Congress, which met 
first iu 1874, the Democrats had a majority of 
60. In the Forty-Fifth, beginning in 1877 
with members chosen during the Presi- 
dential contest of 1876, they had a majority 
of only 13. In the Forty-Sixth, elected to 
serve the last two years of Hayes’ admin- 
istration, they bad a majority of 19, having 


the ‘retrenchments effected under Mr. 
RANDALL’s wise direction. But he unwisely 
supposed the party could rest forever on 
those retrenchmefit laure)s, and, fearing 
that a reduction of taxes would militate 
against Pennsylvania’s protected interests, 
he so constituted the committees that the 
real sentiments of the Democratic majority 
in that direction were suppressed. The dis- 
satisfaction of the country with the 
failure of the Forty-sixth Congress to 
bring further relief to the people 
was expressed in the election of GaR- 
FIELD in 1880, and the presence of 
a Republican majority in the Forty-seventh 
Congress. The failure of that body to meet 
the expectations of the peuple has put a 
Democratic majority of seventy-six in the 
Forty-eighth Congress. Whether this ma- 
jority shall be frittered away by timidity,in- 
action, or the devotion of the session to Pregi- 
dent-making, rather than to the service of the 
people, remains to be seen.

To such a letter what answer can be made? 


There is no aspiration more general, none 
more laudable than the desire to jead a liter- 
ary life. Itis adesire which naturally pre- 
sents itself to young people of refinement 
and of noble sentiments. Yet, what outlook 
is there in this country to-day, and especial- 
ly in this city, for any one who seeks to make 
of literature a support as well as a profes- 
sion? 


The truth of the situation is that no one 


can afford to write fora living who cannot 
live without it.

The Statesman who regards his vote for the 
elected Clerk, Sergeant-at-Arms or Speaker 
as entitling him to “a big sheer’ of the 
official patronage, is not infrequently as 
much disappointed as the Irishman who paid 
ten cents for the egg of a very talented par- 
rot belonging to a waggish groceryman, 
Afterthe egg hatched he said to the grocery- 
man: “Lemme give yez a pinter on that 
burrud—there’s a duck been l’aiding her 
asthray.” 


Our distinguished friend, Mr. RANKIN, 
whose mission it is to protect the sacred in- 
terests of property against the fell assaults 
of improvement, has suggested to the Munic- 
ipal Assembly that it should require of the 
Elevated Railroad Company to pay over to 
the city in trust a fund of $500,000, to be 
usedin liquidajing the damages to property 
caused by the erection of the proposed im- 
provement. This isso brightan idea that 
we are sorry it comes so late. This would 
have been a good way to have prevented the 
erection of the Exposition; it might have 
been applied to our tobacco factories, saw- 
mills, car-stables, foundries, and, in fact, to 
allimprovements. It would have left the real 
estate owner of St. Louis in acondition of 
ideal peace and happiness.

An Archduke's Life Work. 
From the New York Herald. 

The libretto of “Die Assassinen,”’ given in Vi- 
enna for the first time about two weeks ago, is 
entirely the work of Arehduke Johann. The plot 
of “Die Assassinen” Is altogether different to that 
of any ballet hitherto written. It is a story of 
love and war, an episode of the crusades, the 
scene of which is partly in the Holy Land and 
aud partly in the small castie of Runkelstein, in 
the Tyrol. Count Otto, of Meran, a brave knight 
of the cross, is taken prisoner by the fanatical 
tribe Known as the Assassins, by whom he is de- 
livered to a Sheik named Hassan. The latter 
wishing to employ the Count for his own ends, 
seeks to ensnare him through the charms of his 
beautiful daughter Fatimeh, hoping thus to make 
him turn traitor and take the life of Leopold of 
Austria. the Moslem’s arch enemy. The plot 
partially succeeds, and Count Meran, dagger in 
hand, approaches Leopold in his tent while the 
young Duke is plunged in sleep, At the sight of 
his lege lord the Count’s heart fails him, and 
and pusbing aside Fatimeh, who is urging him 
on to the dark deed, he yields to the entreaties of 
his former love, Agnes of Kkunkelstein, and at the 
head of his followers inflicts a crushing defeat 
on the infideis. 

In adapting this story to the stage, Archduke 
Johann has given free ventto a romantic imagin- 
ation. It has been put on the stage with a Juxury 
of scenery and costumes never before witnessed 
in Vienna. The second act kept the audience lit- 
erally spellbound. The. stage represenis a forest 
in the dead of night. A marvelous effect is pro- 
duced by the use of small elcctrical lamps, worn 
on the heads of the ballet dancers, while, by an 
entirely novel appliance, swarms of fireflies are 
made to quiver and dart about the stage in truly 
realistic fashion. This beautiful iilusion, which 
was investigated by a correspondent of the Lon- 
don Daily News,is produced by means of long 
flexible wires hanging from the flies, to which 
wires the incandescent lamps are attached. These 
latter are alternately lighted and extinguished by 
a system of switches, worked like the keys-of a 
pianoforte. The lghts appear and disappear, 
flash and dance in mid air, like veritable firefiies. 


A Practical Reform, 
From the New York World. 

We opposed Mr. Randall's election becaywse his 
views are in harmony with those of tne Repub- 
lican party on the question of heavy taxation un- 
der the mask of extreme protection.

Mr. Ratidail would not have agitated the tariff 
question. But his efforts to secure inaction were 
designed Yo leave tax abuses unreformed ana to 
alow the surplus revenue to continue to increase 
unless it could be reduced by a measure accepta- 
bleto the beneficiaries of monopolistic protec- 
tion. 

We preferred Mr. Carlisle because we knew 
him to be a practical revenue reformer. Because 
we felt satisfied that, while in favor of correcting 
gross and flagrant abuses in our tax system, he 
would stoutly oppose any “sudden and radical 
changes in the laws and regulations affecting the 
commercial and industrial interests of the peo- 
pie.” Carlisle means no impracticable tariff wii 
to unsettle business by its uncertainty, but such 
distinet, simple revenue reform as will stop the 
dangerous increase of a surplus revenue alread y 
reaching more than §100,000,000, and leave the 
money in the pockets of the people.

A Great Change.

The accession of Mr. Carlisle will make a very 
great change in the politics of the country. The 
political trimmers who have so long ruled the 
Democratic party, and dragged it from one defeat 
to another, have at last been overthrown. For 
the first time in many years—no, for the second 
time—the party stands for something of its own, 
for reform of #>uses, and for the rights of the 
people against monopolists of ail kinds. We say 
for the second time, because in 1876 the Demo- 
erats stood also for wholesome and necessary re- 
forma, and in that year, as almost éverybody now 
freely admits, they carried the election. * * * 
There ts scarcely one of the few and very moder- 
ate reforms which have been made in the last ten 
years Which was not imposed on the Re publicans 
by Democratic agitation before the country or by 
Democratic legders in Congress.

Blectric Lighting Wires a Menace 
to Life and Property. 


Explanation of Many Mysterious Conflagra- 
tions—Interesting Interview Upon a Reg- 
nant Topic—Underground Wires. 


There is now pending before the Municipal As- 
sembly a bill granting to a stock company fof cer- 
tain considerations the right to string over or lay 
under and through the streets of the city wires 
for the purpose of furnishing electric lights. The 
hew company wiil probably have a monopoly of 
the electric ligifting business sbould the ordi- 
nance pass, although they offer but the very smal! 
sum of 2 cents per lineal foot, or $105 per mile, for 
the privilege.

In an interview with a 
Post-DisPpatTcu reporter afew days ago a gen- 
tleman, Who Was electrician for the oid Mutual 
Union Telegraph Company, said, when asked 
whether wires charged for electric lights were 
really a menace to life and _ property: 
“lt may be. readily assumed that when 
a wire is charged with electricity of forty-horse 
er, there must be danger connected with it. 
fa telephone or telegraph wire should become 
crossed withan electric light wire the former 
would be instantly burned off unless the insula- 
tion was perfect. If the telephone wire should be 
thus burned off further harm would, perhaps, be 
obviated, but if not, the current with its intensity 
would burn the telephone box in the house, which 
is filled with fine wires, and the wires leading into 
the house, being covered with a coating of 
cotton and more or less parafine, woula act 
as a first-class fire kindier. and 
furnish a mysterious conflagration, which would 
rhaps be attributed to spontaneous combus- 
lon, 1 should not wonder that thisis the true 
origin of many fires thatare classified in the re- 
ports as ‘origin unknown.’ ”’ | 

“There have been severa) cases in the East 
where firemen have lost their lives through elee- 
tric light wires. Now, is actual contact with the 
wire necessary to create danger?’’ 

“Oertainly; there must be actual contact, but 
even then the circumstances must be peculiar to 
injure or kill a man. A fireman stand- 
Wy 4 on a tin roof, wearing wet 
shoes, and with wet hands, would be very likely 
to receive a shock should he take holdof a wire. 
That ‘is, be would from an ordinary 
iron wire, but if it should be an improperly 
insulated electric light wire. which is made of 
co rand carries a great amount of the electric 
fluid, it might cause Geath. Telegraph repairers 
frequently receive shocks from the ordinary wire 
which they are handling... There is great danger 
both to life and property from broken wires. 
When a wire breaks of its own accord, as the 
heavy ones do from their own weight,

THE CONSPIRACY CASE. 


Speech of Jos. G. Lodge for the Prosecution 
— Close of the Arguments. 

A big crowd gathered in the Court of Criminal 
Correction, yesterday afternoon, to hear the elo- 
quence of the State’s attornies in the great cons- 
piracy case. Mr. Lodge opened the argument 
after the recess was over,in reply to Mr. Krum. 
He saia that Mr. Krum had taken a very, very 
wide range. He was sorsy thatthe attorneys for 
the prosecution could not please the defendants’ 
counsel. He and bis associates had been accused 
of not putting on their armor, and not huriing 
themselves into the fight with sufficient ferocity. 
Mr. Ledge said he nad been flattering himself on 
the idea that they had got along 80 gta It 
had also been alleged by Mr. rum 
that the whole people had gone 
crazy, and that the prosecution of the four de- 
fendants at the bar was theresultof that craze. 
There was a good old time, the speaker said, 
when public officials were looked upon as thé 
servants of the people, and when the officials did 
what was wrong, the people rose in mass-meeting 
and turned thei out. Now, it seemed to be the 
fashion, when the pubiic assembled to 
protesm against the wrong doings of 
their servants, to call the people. crazy. 
The indictment had been made the subject of all 
kinds of ridicule. It was true that the gentlemen 
on the other side of the table quit talking about 
the indictment. They had elected to go to trial 
under it, and when they did so they should stand 
by it. The speaker asserted that the indictment 
was a good one, aud that a case had been made 
out under it. In proof of this Mr, Loage went on 
to show how the conspiracy alleged in 
the indictment had been worked out. 
Ihe Ouppies’ board had throttied gambling. No 
sooner were the gamblers in jail than they were 
all pardoned out. Then the Cupples Board re- 
signed, with the exception of Mr. Kinkead. An- 
Other board was appointed, and soon Mr. McEn- 
tire is seen in his quiet, effective manner, moving 
around to accomplish an object. He goes to 
Campbell and says he can be Chief of Police if he 
so Wishes. Campbell refuses. McEntire persuades. 
Campbell does not want it. Finally. Caruth urges 
and Campbell yields. Au attack had been made 
upon this man Campbell. Their policy was to 
crush him, that Ibe defendants shoula be saved. 
But, all through the matter, he figured as a man 
of unblemished character—a man who had risen 
from patrolman to captain without a stain. Even 
in the midst of all his trouble, he stated again 
aud again that he had no _ grievance 
against Uaruth, for Caruth had been his friend. 
He wasa manly mau. When Watkins was drop- 
ped as chief of detectives and an atiempt was 
made oF cos Stiles in, what did Cainpbell do? 
What did this man do, whoiad been charged wich 
attempting to bribe the Board and buy a position 
for $3007 Why, be replied that Stiles was not the 
proper manfor the piace, that if the Board at- 
tempted to make him chief of detectives he 
would immediately give up his place as chief. 
A mau Who is attempting to bribe the Board to buy 
the place, voluntarily offers to give up the highest 
office in the Police Departmeut, because he can- 
not conscientiously serve with another appointee. 
Is that noé the kind of man that is wanted for 
Chief of Police, a manly, independent man, or do 
the citizens want a rag, a tool, a thing that can 
be twisted and bent in ali directions? 
Sules did not goin, because Campbell objected, 
and the Board aid not dare to remove him on that 
round. Mr. Lodge said he did nut claim that the 
ioief of Police had a right to dictate as to who 
should be Chief of Detectives, but the latter was 
the right-hand man of the Chief of Police, and he 
had a right to say that he would not serve 
with @personin whom he had no confidence. 
Because he wook this course Campvell is accused 
of the monstrous crime of Gictating to the Board. 
Next McKntire is seen coming around again to 
find out what objections Campbell could have to 
Stiles. Mr. Louge then went oh to show how 
Campbell and McEntire had manipulated the 
Board, and how, when seventeen men were to be 
dropped fromthe force, the list was thumbed 
and murked over by these two, 
when they had no right to see itatall. 
Attention was next paid to the charge that Caimp- 
bell had tried to bribe the board, founded on the 
statement that he had declared that he wouid 
give $300 to be back in his captaincy. Mr. Lodge 
characterized this as the most silly and extrava- 
gant misconstruction, and that it showed how 
desperately far the defendants were going to 
screen themseives. Step by step the speaker then 
analyzed the testimony, showing how it all fitted 
together, and how all the acts lead un directly 
to the meeting where Campbell was removed. with- 
out a hearing. withouta trial, without even no. 
tice. Mr. Lodge said he wanted the facts to go to 
the jury. Let them pase on thecase. It was not 
right to make the Judge devide the law and the 
facteé, too. 

_Afterfurther speeches by Messrs. Laughlin, 
Napton, Glover and Kent, Judge Noovan an- 
nounced that he would give his decision at 3 p. 
m. to-day as to whether he would instruct the jury 
to acquit, .

WASHINGTON, December 1.—The returning 
Congressmen come laden with bills. Bills, bills, 
on every hand, some completed ready for presen- 
tavion, others “blocked oul” in the pockets or 
minds of the Statesmen who bring them. The 
new members are not altogether unmindful of 
their duties, and they also bring some bills ana 
are preparing more. The number of bills and 
joint resolutions Introduced in the last Congress 
was nearly ten thousand, Year by year the nuin- 
ber of bills increases, as the number of members 
and the wants of their constituents grow. Itis a 
very easy thing to Introduce a bili, and often 
meets the demand of a constituent more easily 
than any other method. Of the ten thousand intro- 
duced last year, probably not one third ever got 
back from the committees to which they were re- 
ferred, and not one half of that number got ac- 
tion, while not one in ten of those introduced be- 
came laws.

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A BLACK MAN’S BLOOD. 


It is Earnest!ty Sought in an Alabama City 
—At the Scene. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

BIRMINGHAM, ALA., December -6—An infuri- 
ated mob has taken possession of the streets of 
Birmingham, and the officers of the municipality 
have been obliged to appeal to the Governor for 
troops to quell the rioters. The Second Alabama 
tegiment, numbering 800 men, under command of 
Col. Jones, were at once dispatched to this city, 
and are now located on gll the principal streets 
trying to disperse the accumulating crowds. 
Two weeks ago Louis Houston, colored, was ac- 
cused by a white lady of an attempted outrage, 


and was speedily lynched. Thenegroes at this 
became indignant, and snbsequeutly threatened 
to lyuch the woman who had nade the 
ACCUSATION AGAINST HOUSTON. 
This, of course. aroused the hostility of the 
whites. While this feeling of hostility Was at Its 
highest point, a rumor was spread that a crime of 
a similar character, but far more 
revolting in detail, had been per- 
petrated by one Wesley Posey, eotered, upon 
the 7-year old daughter of James Boyle, which 
proved by investigation to be ouly too trua Wes- 
ley is an ugly black, 40 yeare old, and nearly 
pliind. He was arrested and the Grand Jury now 
in session have found atrue bill against him. 
Many of the best citizens and no small portion of 
the black popuiation say he deserves to be brought 
into the street and burned at the stake. In ac- 
cordance witn this sentiment

Pare the early years of the 
reign of Louis Philippe the elder Naundorff 
even kept a haydsome establisnment in 
Paris, with horses and carriages, supported 
by the contributions of believers. Skeptics 
nevertheless were abundant among the roy- 
alist folk of the Faubourg St. Germain, par- 
ticularly as Naundorff was ignorant of the 
daupbin’s mother tongue, One, interrogat- 
ing him, observed, **You—supposing you to 
be the dauphin—were an extremely clever 
child, and spoke French with ease. How 
happens it that you: have eae forgot- 
ten your own language?’ The pretender 
replied that ‘‘thirty-seven years of absence 
from France was surely enough to account 
for this circumstance; but the answer was 
not considered satisfactory. About the year 
1838 he was expelled from France, the police 
suspegting that he was the object of certain 
intrigues, and coming t» England he estab- 
lished himself at Camberwell and at Chelsea 
as @ manufacturer of fireworks and a new 
patent supreme shell. Failing in these 
pursuits he went to Holland and died 
at Delft in August, 1844, in great poverty. 
The appeal of the widow Naundorff and 
her children was finally heard in February, 
1874, when the court, alter due investigation, 
decided that the true dauphin died in the 
Temple; that the tale told by the elder 
Naundorf of his escape from that prison by 
means ofa double substitution was ‘‘most 
fantastic ;”’ that Naundorif had himself fab- 
ricated the documents on which his claims 
and those of his descendants were based,anud 
Zuat the whole case consisted of ‘singular 
allegations, vain rumors and futile presump- 
tious.”” ‘lhe judgment went on’ to say that 
Naundorff exhibited no qualifications but 
those of an audacious adventurer, # man 
withgut talent, who undertook to play a part 
rendered the more easy by the mystery of his 
birth and origin, It was added that the 
cunning and skill which he had exhibited 
were not more remarkabie than those of oth- 
er impostors, his predecessors in the same 
character, the court further observing that 
a large fo!lowing of credulous believers, **has 
never been wanting to pseudo-daughins in 
France.”” Nawtndortf, the son just deceased, 
is stated to have left a widow and four chil- 
dren, of whom three are sons.

During last. summer’s freshet a lot of stur- 
geon got over the dam and remained feasting 
in the mud below. ‘The water falling, they 
could nét find their way out of the mouth of 
the siough, so they made the journey over- 
land across the strip of land todeep water in 
the Columbia River. Just’ how they navi- 
gated the jand is not known, but it ig certain 
that they got across.

BEECHER ON THE SOUTH. 


A Thanksgiving Account of His Recent 
Lecturing Tour. 
From New York World’s Keport. 


“In Texas | told the people that their State 
was large enough for three, and they held 
up their hands in horror and said: ‘No, only 
one State.’ l said: ‘Gentlemen, there are at 
least six citizens who will want to be Sen- 
ators of the United Sta and they will be 
more poyeren than your desire to keep the 
State in its present form.’ 


In Texas as in 
every one of the Southern States where I 
lectured I was received with more than 
hospitality—with cordiality, and the man- 
agers of the lecture tour had no reason to 
complain. I do not desire to go among a 
people more friendly. Ispoke in every one 
of the Southern States through whien I 
passed, and I had not the most remote con- 
ception that I should be so well received, 
There are a great many foolish Reopte in the 
South. There are some in the North, but-I 
was surprised and delighted to see how all 
the people had survived the sectional feeling. 
The war and gil its issues are substantially 
forgotten, and they are busy in mene Se 
again what had been was and destroyed, 
and there is now more material wealth in 
the South than there ever was. I appealed 
to audience after audience, if they could, 
would they bring back slavery, and there 
was not a single instance where they did not 
say that they were delivered from a great 
curse and that they would not bring it back 
again. I had no trouble in speaking there, 
and when I told them that I hoped Gen. But 
ler would be the Democratic nominee for 
President they receive? it with good 
nature, as you do. More than that, young 
men in the South who used to have their liv- 
ing as pleasuTe-seekers are now workers. 
Manufacturing is springing up so generally 
that the attention of political economists has 
been direfted to it and they are going to 
show that untaxed industry in this land can 
take care of itself. I also found in the 
Souch great interest in schools. Théy don’t 
fare as well in this respect as we do in the 
North, but the wish of the people is for 
schools and they are pushing them out in 
every direction. The prospects of the South 
are admirable in that direction, and 1 can 
say the same as regards religion, New Or- 
leans is regaining its old ascendancy asa 
commercial center. 

“As regards the negro, I received testi- 
mony most welcome, ‘The colored people 
are increasing. The mlnbage has declined 
through the South; the white folk are white 
and the black folk are biack. We are not 
going to have as much mixture as we used 
to. Education is going on and the Southern 
people of good sense and feeling are desirous 
of having the black peuple educated. When 
the colored people own land they prosper. 
The white people object to selling it to them, 
and for the same reason that people in New 
York and Brooklyn do not like to sell land to 
be occupied by an’ objectionable class, I 
was asked as to my views about social equal- 
ity. I replied that the theory of religion was 
that all men were equal, but tnat practice in- 
dicated that social equality should not begin 
at home, that nen should grow into relation- 
ships that are necessary. .[he road of the 
colored people up to equality is by intelli- 
gence, virtue and religion, and they are tray- 
eling on that road. 1 believe that they have 
achieved liberty, responsibility and as much 
social equality as is good for them.

The wildwood home of.Col. E. Z. C. Jud- 
son, better known:as *“‘Ned Buntiine,”’ in the 
Adirondacks, is one of the attractions of 
that famous region.

The furniture 
was of the simplest description, and the 
pair were dependent upon their labor for the 
necessaries of life, but notwithstandin 
these drawbacks they lived happily, an 
‘Ned Buntline’’ produced volume after vol- 
ume of thrilling backwoods stories. 

The war of the rebellion called the author 
from his wildwood haunt, and he did not re- 
turn until long and arduous service had ele- 
vated him to the rank of colonel. In the 
meantime his wife and only child died, and 
they were laid to rest near the cabin. Four 
eedar trees mark their lonely graves. ‘Ned 
Buntline”’ is now lecturing on temperance 
down among the Catskill Mountains, and 
the Adirondack home has passed into the 
hands of strangers. It has many visitors 
each year, who look upon the gpaves beneath 
the cedars and try to imagine the sort of life 
the little family’ led. ‘the thought of the 
brave wife who willingly abandoned home 
and friends to help her husband in his battle 
against his appetite is invariably a source of

Predictions of War in Europe. 
From the Fall Mall Gazette. 

An Englishman who recently returnéd 
from Paris, where he mei-.several of the 
leaders of French Social Democrats, said 
that he tound very peneres, ameng the work- 
ing classes especially, a vague feeling that 
France was within a short distance of a rey- 
olution. The united efforts of the Bonapart- 
ists, Monarchists and Anarchists, it was he- 
lieved, would result before long in a general 
upset. As for the working men themselves, 
there was a singular indifference to the 
form of government. Another widespread 
feeling among the Parisian ouvriers was 

hata war with Germany was imminent; 
they did not exactly know how, but they be- 
lieved that France would attack her former 
conqueror and be soundly beaten. A cu- 
riously fatalistic feeling prevailed among 
them, which could not be accounted for nor 
explained away. Some alarming articles are 
just now’ appearing in the German press 
with regard tothe prospect of war with 
France; and no one who reflects on the rela- 
tions between the German press and the 
Government will fail to recognize their im- 
ortance. The worst is that which the Co 
ogne Gazette, one of the most influential 
papers in Germany, published on 
9th inst., in reply to the well-known 
writer ‘Ignotus,’ of the Paris 
Figaro. ‘“Ignotus” had been giving 
his impressions of a visit to Germany, and 
his conelusions were that the irritation 
against France was bitter and general; that 
the Government, ana especially Prince Bis- 
marck, were fostering it; and that the Ger- 
man press was deliberately accentuating it. 
The Cologne Gazette answers as follows: 
“Yes, after incessant insu®s and provoca 
tions, the German nation has become pos- 
sessed with a feeling of profound exaspera- 
tiod. Itis persuaded that France does not 
wish that it should attain a state of tran- 
uillity. The hope thatthe antagonism of 
the two races would peacefully subside, that 
the wounds of the late war would gradually 
heal, is almost totally vanquished. Conse- 
quently, our people are penetrated with the 
idea that, since the bloody struggle is inevit- 
able, it were better that it came as soon ag 
ble, especially as the present condition 
of Germany is as favorable as could be 
wished.” Itis no wonder that such pial 
speaking is causing alarm in Paris. ill i 
have any effect, we wonder, on the Tonquin 
votes? It may beinteresting to note, as an 
instance of the costliness of modern war 
that the total ascertained expenditure ef 
France upon the way on which she entered 
with a light heart in August, 1870, is now de- 
clared to be £341,450. As the war began in 
August aud ended ie January, this makes 
the cost to France of her march to Berlin 
almost exactly two millions a day, without 
counting the permanent loss of twoof her 
wealthiest provinces.

| HARD WOOD LUMBER. 


St. Louis Becomes the Center of 
the Black Walnut Trade, 


—— 


And Stands Second as a General Lumber 
Distributing Point—Progress of the Lumber 
Business the Past Four Years. 


Very few S%. Louis people outside of those en- 
gaged in the lumber business have any idea of the 
prodigious volume to which that business has 
grown in the last tem years. So much has been 
said and written of the grain, flour, live stock, 
cotton, iron and such interests, that the lumber 
interest has been comparatively lost sight of. 
And yet it is true that there are only two points 
in the country, and hence probably in the world, 
that handle more lumber than St. Louis does. 
One of these, Saginaw, is great only from its 
proximity to the northern white pine forests, and 
itis by no means so great a general point of de- 
livery as St. Louis. St. Louis is not only great in 
white pine, but in many other and almost equally 
serviceable woods. As a lumber-distributing point 
there is no doubt that St. Louis is now ogly second 
to Chicago, and in the matter of the hard woods, 
andthe more valuable woods, it: takes absolute 
frst rank. Chicago gets its white pine from the 
forests of States close at hand. §t. Louis gets its 
white pine from the same, but much distant, to 
her, forests by river transportation. But when it 
comes tothe valuable hard woods Chicago must 
generally go farther than St. Louis, and hencs we 
can, and do, ship Diack walnut and ash to, 
through and far beyona Chicago. Walnut goes 
from hére to Canada and to all the Eastern cities, 
as New York, Boston and Philadelphia. As long 
as the forests south and southwest of us hold out 
just so long must St. Louis be the center of the 
trade in yellow pine, walnut, ash, cypress and 
some other less used woods. Yeliow pine is found 
apundantiy in Missouri, south of the Missouri 
River, in Arkansas, Mississippi, Alabama and 
Georgia, and from all those States it 
is constantly pouring into § St. Louis, 
py river and rail. The cuiters and Shippers of 
thie pine are not such mammoth companies as 
many of those of Minnesota, Wisconsin and 
Michigan, but their aggregate shipments are very 
large. To these States St. Louis does not sell 
‘ellow pine ot course, and but little white pine, 
ut to Lilipois, Missouri, lowa, and all the coun- 
try west, it does, even reaching up into Min- 
nesota. Walnut has now become so valuable a 
wood that it will pay to cut it and haul it one hun- 
dred miles to a railroad. Walnut is found very 
abundantly in Missouri, Arkansas, Indian Terri- 
torv, Texas, Tennessee and Kentucky. From all 
these States it pours into St. Louis. along with 
some other. Ww s. The trade in hard woods, as 
has been said, goes from St. Louis all over the 
country, different secttovs demanding different 
grades. The white pine which comes to us down 
the river ts used in the city, supplies near 
points, and goes West. On account of the 
unrivaled faciluies for the obtaming of hard 
woods St. Louis ought, and probably will, become 
the center of the 

FURNITURE MANUFACTURING TRADE, 
ang of auricultural implements. The former 
trade has vastly increased in the last five years. 
There are now fitty establishments manutactur- 
ing furniture in St. Louis with a product of §7,- 
000,000 in 1883. 1u 1879 the product was but §2,- 
500,000. There is not yet sufficient capital in the 
hardwood lumber business here, or in the furni- 
ture business, but it is coming rapidly every 
rear. Our chair factories are the largest in the 
Vest. The manufaeture of cofiinsis also grow- 
ing very fast here. 
It is unfortunate that the lumber business its 
one in which it is difficult to keep exact figures, 
and those engaged in it are not given to statislical 
nformation. In St. Louis, the thirty-six 
lumber merchants are scattered all 
over the city, and estimates of sales, 
stocks on hand, etc., are difficult of ebtaining. 
There is no lumper exchange in the city, and at 
present no lumbermen’s association, as there 
was afew years ago. There is an effort now on 
foot to revive the assoeiation by the end of the 
year, which will probably be successful. There 
are some very vast Jumber-yards in St. Louis, and 
if a carriage is used a visit to them is weil worth 
the trouble. They are appalling in extent. There 
are three companies here which own extensive 
northern pineries. They, of course, deal here 
only in their own product, the white pine, Two 
of them have large saw-inills in St, Louis. One 
erected this year is a mammoth affair, and does 
rades of work hever before atfempted in St. 
suis. It w the only considerable lumber 
improvement which has been made in the city 
this year. Other lumber companies which do not 
own their own tiober,. are largely supplied by the 
numerous lumber commission merchants, who re- 
ceive consignments from every direction, by river 
and rail. 
Four years ago, or in the fall of 1879, the Post- 
DisPATCH presented a review of the lumber trade 
for the preceding six years. That review pre- 
sented tabies showing the regular and constaift 
increase of the lumber business, and made pre- 
dictions of a still greater lacrease in the coming 
few years. Special mention was made of the des- 
tiny of St. Louis as a hard wood center. It is 
pleasant now after four years, to be able to pre- 
sent figures which verify those predictions, and 
not the less so because a few of the lumber mer- 
chants were then skeptical as to the St. Louis 
jumber future. 
Below the figures of the lumber business for 
1882 are given With the stocks on band the Ist of 
last January. Similar figures are also given for 
1878; showing the very great increase made since 
then. It must be borne in mind thatthe figures 
for 1878 were at the time considered very flatter- 
ing, avd were far in advance of those of 1872. The 
figures of the past eleven months of 1885 cannot 
be given for the reason that the yards only make 
an estimate of their sales and stock on hand at 
the close of the year.

During the year 1882 the sales ot shingles, in 
addition, were 74,616,000 pieces, and of lath 36.- 
489,200 pieces, witha stock on hand January 1 
last, of shingles.32,977,500, lath 12,127,100. Of the 
pine sold, more than two-thirds were sbipped 
away, while of the hardwoods sold over three- 
fourths were for city consumption. The Harbor 
aud Wiarf Commissioner’s report shows that 
the receipts by river in 1882 were  185.,- 
278,370 feet as against 118,434,459 feet in 
1551, or a gain of over 50 per cent. 
The total lumber sold in 1878 was 193,831,404 feet, 
and of this 93,348,404 was for local consumption. 
But in 1882 it is seen thatthe saies of hard wood 
alone Were 88.364,099, or, In other words, we are 
now locally using pearly as much hard wood lum- 
ber as We were all Kinds of lumber four vears 
ago. Again, the stock of hard wood on hand Jan 
uury, 1833, Was 15,087,593 feel against 7,000,000 feet 
January, 1879, an iucrease of over 100 per cent. 
The increase of stuck, unless attended by de- 
creased receipts, shows an increase of capital 
beid in the business. The total lumber on hand 
January, 1879, Was 107,810,510 feet against 150,809.- 
000 January 1883, an increase of over 30 per cent. 
The saies’ of hard wood in i878 were 
39,527,325 feet 88,364 0199 in 
1882. The White and 
yellow pine 1878 were 154,000,000 feet 
against 752,000,000 in 1882. In these comparisons 
shingles and latiis uave been leit out. Their sale 
depends almost entirety on building. In an era of 
building, their sale increases, and then it falls 
again. If the general increase of the lumber 
business here shall be as greatin the next ten 
years, as in the iast four, St. Louls. will then 
be the 

GREATEST DISTRIBUTING MART 
inthe country. Business has been dull in Chi- 
cago this year and no such increases can be 
shown there. The tonnage of exports aione has 
fallen off over 1,000,000 tons. 

lu regard to the business which has been done 
in St. Louls this year no figures can be 
liven, not even of approximate receipts; but 

is the general opinion of the  fvest 
informed ofthe jumber men that the trade has 
been good. It may have fallen off on one class of 
lumber, but have increased in total. It is expect- 
ed thatthe January figures will show up with a 
good average increase. Nv special feature has 
marked the trade of the yan. Prices have been 
fairand generally steady. ULast vear and this 
eur railroad buiiding has been at alow ebb, but 

n the last two inonpths a demand for railroad ina- 
terial has spruug up again, probably only tem- 
porarily. The City Direetory of 1879 shows but 
six firms in the lumber commission basiness, 
while that of 1883 has thirteen firms. There has 
not been much increase in number of yards 
but they bave increased generally tu the amouut 
of Dusiness dove. The only fires and failures of 
the og have occurred among the planing mill 
pr opie. 

Tiere is much complaint among the trade of 
freigin discriminations against St. Louis and in 
favur of other markets. It is said to be now gen-

The Missouri Vailey Teachers’ Association 
—Other Matters. 

The Missouri Valley Teachers’ Association 
meets at Liverty, Mo., the last week in this 
month, commenting Wednesday, December 26. 
The. programme includes a series of lectures 
by the following educators: President George L. 
Osborne, of Warrensburg; Mr. James Donovan, 
of Savannah; Hon. D. C. Allen. of Liberty; Supt. 
W. E. Coleman, of Jefferson City; Mrs. C. Hoff- 
man,of Kansas City; Prof. J. L. Holloway, of 
Sedalia; Mr. P. H. Crafton, of Piatte City: Prof. 
J. G. Clark, of Laberty. and others. G. B. Morri- 
son, the president of the association, says that 
otily those holding membership certificates will 
be entitled to railroad and botel reductions.

The 
statistics of illiteracy in its many phases are pre- 
sented, showing what has and what has not been 
done in the cause of national education. The re- 
port shows that the percestage of male 
fliteracy is greater than of emale. The 
illiteracy of persons between 15 and 2 
ears of age is considered a fair exponent of the 
liiteracy of the whole population and of the 
thirty-eight states. lowa and Oregon have the 
cennllest per cent 1.7, and North Carolina the 
largest per cent, 29.1, of white persons between 15 
and 20 years of age unable to write. The average 
per ceut for the whole Union is 7.2, and for Mis- 
souri 8.2 of colored persons between the same 
ages in the southern group of states; West Vir- 
ginia has the smallest 38.1, and Georgia the 
largest 76.4. In all the gixteen southern States 
the average per cent gf colored illilerates is 6/7, 
and in Missvuri 40.2.
